I told John that I 
had recently received information involving him in misconduct with 
young men, I asked John to tell me if this were true. He became very 
shakenar^ stated that it was true. He further told us that only the 
two W£$3m brothers has been involved. I pressed the issue with a 
possmfethird or more boys. John stated that there were no others. 

John admitted to everything that I confronted him with. He did; 
however, state that as soon as he touched II penis on the night of 
September 12th, he knew he had done wrong and stopped at that poirtf: 
with no prompting frcrr. the boy. He said he wished he had never done 
what he has done and was so sorry but understood well what action must 
now be taken* 

I told John that he was to suspend all involvement with the Bqy 
Scouts of America as of now. I told him that we had two options . 
Inmediate termination or he could resign and I would pay him through 
the end of next month but he had to leave as of now. He elected to 
resign. I also told him that National would be notified and he could 
never have a scouting relationship again. He understood well.
